Where Reform Is Needed. 


At this time of war excitement it is probable tiiat coinpara 


lively little attention will be paid to the president's pardon of 
nearly 5,000 offenders against the laws of the United States 
who have been at liberty since the time of their trials undei 
"suspended sentences," never having, as the president says, 
"served any portion of the sentences duly authorized and re- 
quired by the statutes." 


But, 
after all, this is a very important matter and one that 


should receive the attention of the public, which lias to pay 
heavy bills for the maintenance of courts and prisons and the 
costs of detection and prosecution. 
Why, it is reasonable to 


ask, should the public be taxed for these purposes if the law 
is to be turned into a farce and offenders against it are lo be 
allowed to go scot free ? 


The only encouraging thing in connection with this news 


is'that the United States supreme court has issued a mandate 
annulling the practice of suspending sentences, whiclrhad 
evidently reached proportions little less than scandalous. 
Think of it, nearly 5,000 convicted criminals at large under 
"suspended sentences," "never having served any portion of 
Hie sentences authorized and required by the statutes," and 
now granted "full amnesty and pardon." 
If this is what the 


people of the United Stales want and are satisfied with they 
ought to have it, but they ought not to want or be satisfied 
wilh. it, and it is not reasonable to believe that they do want 
anything of the sort. 


This paper has in the past commented upon the growing 


practice of pardoning criminals long before their sentences 
have been served, among the criminals thus pardoned being 
many of the worst stripe, including murderers, and has at- 
tempted lo make plain its belief thai the practice is all wrong. 
There may be- individual cases in which pardons may be 


' proper, but when pardons 'a re made the rule rather than the 


exception.it is time for the light to be turned on and for ex- 
planations lo be forthcoming. 


It is not a good thing for the country or for any community 


to make a mockery of the law. The lawless classes note these 
things more quickly than any other, and Iheir disposition to 
take a chance is stimulated by the knowledge that even in the 
case of detection and conviction they are liable lo escape pun- 
ishment; 
, 


The law should mean what it:says, but it can not mean this 


if sentences are lo be suspended and pardons granted before a 
single day of (he sentence has been served. The whole policy 
is wrong and one that cannot be discontinued too soon. If 
convicted persons are to be thus treated it would be belter to 
•save the expenses of courts and prisons. It is time for reform 
in this field, and the decision of the supreme court lo shut 
down on Ihe suspension of sentences is one long step 
toward if.
